Occupation of Buna by Allied 
forces, announced in today's com- 
munique, ended four weeks of 
fighting for this strongest enemy 
position in the area, The fact that 
the enemy submitted two of his 
cruisers and three of his destroy- 
ers to two days of bombing and 
strafing by the Allied air force, 
indicated the desperate need of 
Japanese ground units for help 
and supplies. 

These ground forces continued 
to hold out today in the Buna mis- 
sion area, 10 miles from the village, 


and also around Sanananda, a 
few miles northwest. There, how- 
ever, Australian and American pa- 


trols had pushed Japanese outposts 
back down the Soputa-Sanananda 
trail to a spot two miles from San- 
ananda.

The R.A.F, officer, whose name 
can not be used, estimated that 
some 1,800 persons, including 
1,300 Italians and 500 Britons, 
lost their lives in the sinking of 
the ship which occurred in mid- 
September off the west coast of 
Africa.* 

The vessel was en route to Bri- 
tain from Suez where 1,800 Italian 
prisoners of war had been taken 
aboard. The ship carried a crew 
of more than 300 and 688 passen- 


gers. The passenger list was com- 
posed of British army, navy and 
R.A.F. personnel and 50 women 


and children. 


ITALIANS RUSH BOATS 

The R.A.F. officer told newsmen 

here that before the women and 
children could be placed in life- 
boats, “swarms of Italians tried to 
rush the boats and others squeezed 
through portholes and climbed into 
the boats as they were lowered.” 

After being afloat in 14 boats 

and several rafts for five days, the 
1,040 known survivors were res- 
cued by a French cruiser. The 
cruiser landed them at Casablanca 
where they were interned for eight 
weeks before they were liberated 
by arrival of American forces in 
North Africa Noy, 8. 

Survivors brought to this port 
from Casablanca in an American 
transport included 10 officers 
and 62 men of the R.A.F. The 
officer said 108 of the R.A.F. per- 
sonnel aboard the British trans- 
port perished in the sinking, 
The officer said that after the 

transport was torpedoed twice in 
the evening he helped in throwing 
rafts overboard and in getting wo- 
men and: children into lifeboats. 
“I slid down a rope into the last 
boat to leave the ship five min- 
utes before she went down,” he 
related. There were 120 persons 
in his boat, which he said had a 
rated capacity for 68. 


SOME DROWNED 


Most of the women and children 
—families of British service per- 
sonnel—were saved, he said, but he 

| saw 10 women and children drown 
when their lifeboat capsized while 
being launched. 

He told of seeing an officer of 
the Royal Navy tuck a year-old 
baby girl into his uniform jacket, 
slide down a rope and try to swim 
to the nearest lifeboat. The navy

“Out of the . Rent District to Save You —— 
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More Panic Victims 


Panic took a terrible toll when fire 
broke out Saturday evening in a St. 
Jo\in’s hostel, as it did a few days before 
in a Boston night club. 

The proof that fear rather 
caused the deaths seems clearer in the 
latter tragedy than in the former. With 
four exits from the hostel, 500 persons 
should have been able to get out of the 
building safely if they had not been crazed 
by fear and rushed the doorways in a dis- 
orderly mass. 

Recollection of what happened in the 
Boston fire no doubt helped to throw the 
St. John’s crowd into panic and thus con- 
tributed to the similar outcome. Remem- 
brance of the two disasters will make audi- 
ences elsewhere more liable to lose their 
heads if anyone shouts “fire”. Dementia 
may become epidemic, as well as disease. 

For public officials and the owners of 
halls in which people congregate, the 
moral of the first disaster is emphasized 
by the second. Not only should there be 
plenty of exits from all such places—the 
patrons should know that there are plenty, 
and where to find them. 

There is a suggestion, too, that decora- 
tions of an inflammable kind should not 
be used. It is the sudden flash of flame 
that starts a stampede. If an audience 
stopped to see how serious a fire really 
was, they could often walk out of the 
hall in an orderly way. Decorations that 
will not burn, or not burn readily, would 
minimize the sania 


Our New Mystery Plant 


No doubt everybody in Canada has 
done some guessing as to where the mys- 
tery power plant, which Hon. C. D. Howe 
spoke about, is located. Everybody, that 
is, except the men who are doing the job 
and those concerned in getting supplies to 
them. 

Wherever it is, it is a big one, and is 
being built in a hurry, It is to develop more 
power than Boulder Dam, and is being 
built in half the time. Ten thousand men 
are employed in the construction, That 
the factories are working on the complic- 
ated machinery probably explains in part 
why electrical supplies of all kinds are 
searce. 

While war needs inspired this great 
undertaking, no doubt thought was also 
given to post-war conditions, and the plant 
located where it will meet industrial needs 
or opportunities of peacetime. That does 
give much inkling as to where the big 
bines and dynamos are being placed. 
The “wilderness” is an indefinite word 
when applied to Canada’s unpopulated 
areas. Forests of pulp-wood and deposits 
of minerals are so widely distributed over 
this vast area, and water-power so gener- 
ously provided by nature, that the hints 
dropped by the Minister might apply 
equally to territory west of Hudson Bay or 
east of it, or south of it. : 

Creation. of this war-born plant is an- 
other step toward the industrialization of 
Canada, now going on with a speed never 
dreamed of in pre-war years.

On The Run Once More 


General Montgomery has apparently 
done it again. In a rather matter of course 
way Cairo announced on Sunday that the 
Axis forces in Libya were again on the 
retreat. 

What this means is that the 8th Army 
has smashed through Rommel’s lines and 
is now chasing his Afrika Korps pell-mell 
along the road to Tripoli, 400 miles away, 
with Allied bombers and fighter planes 
“harrassing the enemy” on an “unpre- 
cedented scale’. Already the pursuit has 
carried the Allied forces farther west than 
they got in either of the two previous 
advances. 

At Misurata, 300 miles from El Aghei- 
la, is another gap between the sea coast 
and salt marshes, offering the fleeing Axis 
troops a chance to make another stand, 
if they can reach it in time. To keep them 
on the run through this gap will be the 
obvious purpose of the pursuing tanks, 
guns and planes. 

From Misurata to Tripoli is only 100 
miles, and only 130 miles beyond ‘Tripoli is 
the border of Tunisia, toward which Allied 
forces in that French colony are fighting 
their way. The trap is closing. Unless Rom- 
mel can make a stand at Misurata or a 
quick evacuation from Tripoli, as the 
British did from Dunkirk, the army that 
set out to conquer Egypt is likely to be 
“liquidated”. 

Libya is the last of Italy's African 
colonies, Its complete loss, now imminent, 
will be another blow to the Mussolini 
pretence, and give another filip to the 
growing Italian clamor for peace

A Universal Want 
So much attention has been aroused 


in Canada, the United States and other 
countries by the security plan charted by 
Sir William Beveridge that the author has 
found it advisable to point out that the 
plan was drawn to meet conditions in 
Great Britain and might not be workable 
elsewhere. It was not designed as a uni- 
versal rectifier of economic maladjust- 
ments, but as a system of safeguards 
applicable to Britain only. 

This word of caution is appropriate 
aad timely, The circumstances which 
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United Nations Should Unite on a French Policy 


cause unemployment and distress in the 
densely crowded British Isles are in many 
respects peculiar to that country, They 
are not the circumstances prevailing in 
countries where population is sparse, 
natural resources more varied, dependence 
upon outside food supplies less serious or 
non-existent. 

Because of differing conditions, and 
differing human characteristics also, a 
security plan might work well in one coun- 
try but not in any other. To ensure suc- 


cess each nation will have to build the 
system which seems best suited to its 


particular needs, wealth-producing power, 
and aptitudes. 

The world interest in Sir William's 
proposal shows that economic security is 
the objective of people in all countries. 
It leaves little room for doubt that secur- 
ity programs will become the rule and 
not the exception, and with little loss of 
time. They will of necessity differ. But 
the purpose will be the same, and the 
motive that is urging action everywhere 
is the same, The moving force is fear in 
the minds of people everywhere that they 
_may suffer want in a world where all the 
needs of mankind can be abundantly sup- 
plied. 

Sir William has done more than chart 
a security plan for Great Britain. He has 
told the world, on high authority, that 
Security is possible to people in all coun- 
tries, and fired their ambition to set up 
the safeguards cacti 

@orporal Hitler has fired another gen- 
eral, did it some time ago in fact, but has 
only now let the world know about it.

OTTAWA.—The problem of en- 
forcement of the economic con- 
trols necessary under conditions of 
war has become increasingly 
severe. This was expected by the 
administrators of the controls. It 
is due in part to the growing 
shortage of civilian supplies, com- 
bined with the immense amount 
of purchasing power in circulation 
to back every civilian demand. 


The pressures on prices and the 
temptations to evade the controls 
have multiplied. During the first 
year of the price ceiling, for in- 
stance, nearly 1,300 prosecutions 
were launched by the enforcement 
division of the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board. During the week 
ending December 5, there were 
55 prosecutions initiated for alleged 
violations of wartime control reg- 
ulations, Of these 34 were con- 
cerned with war prices regulations, 
21 with regulations of the Wartime 
Industries Control Board 


Bombshell 

The judgment of Judge James 
Parker of York county court, allow- 
ing an appeal by Earl Holmes

alone.” 


Authority 

The substance of this judgment 
was, in brief, that regulations de- 
fining offences and _ providing 
penalties were ultra vires of the 
controller of supplies, though not 
of the minister himself. Yet the 
whole framework of wartime con- 
trols has been created on the basis 
of authority exercised by control- 
lers as third parties. 

The source of authority support- 
ing Canada’s wartime controls lies 
in three main statutes of parlia- 
ment. The first is the War Meas- 
ures Act 1914, largely unchanged 
since the last war, which is un- 
restricted in its application to all 
matters within Canadian jurisdic- 
tion and which has served in issu- 
ing literally thousands of orders- 
in-council, that deal with the price 
ceiling, among others 

The second is the Department of 


Munitions and Supply Act 1939, 
amended in 1940, which delegates 
to the minister of munitions and 


supply the authority to contro] any 
branch of trade and industry, any 
munitions and supplies. This act, 
along with the War Measures Act, 
has been drawn upon in setting up 
the series of control offices com 
bined in the department in the 
wartime industries contro! board. 

The third act is the National Re 
sources Mobilization Act 1940, 
which has served as authority for 
taking the national registration 
and, along with the War Measures 
Act, in delegating manpower con 
trol authority to the office of 
selective service 

While it will aormally take some 
time to obtain the opinion of the 
Supreme Court on the powers of 
the controllers, the enforcement of 
the controls is proceeding as usual 
In some courts, a tendency is seen 
to reserve judgmcnt on prosecu 
tions until the jurisdiction of con 
troilers is reviewed, An adverse 
opinion from the Supreme Court 
would upset the whole structure 


There is no doubt that the fed 
eral government will command 
wide support in parliament, and in 
the country generally, in efforts to 
place the validity of the war. ime

John Bracken’s first utterance as 
leader of the Progressive-Conserv- 
ative Party in Winnipeg was far 
more historic than even he is like- 
ly to realize yet. The Conserva- 
tive convention, in the natural in- 
toxication of such a day, saw only 
the grim, handsome man at the 
microphone making a great speech 
a speech so different from his drab 
effort of the previous night that 
every delegate could rejoice in the 
discovery of an unsuspected stales- 
man. But few understood that Mr, 
Bracken was giving a new direc- 
tion to the party, to all Canadian 


politics as fundamental as Mac- 
donald’s National Policy or Bor- 
den's Anti-Reciprocity Policy 
Bracken was breaking clean with 
the whole Conservative past, or 
trying to. 

His statement of faith was mag- 
nificent in every aspect and in 


most aspects non-controversial, But

One did not know whether 
he understood that fully or not. 
Certainly he was master of him- 
self and of the convention. The 
night before he had been in a 
tailspin though he hit it well, He 
had been so nervous his friends 
say that as he prepared to walk 
on the platform he had been 
abliged to sit down again to rest 
for a moment and pull himself 
together after a day of almost 
unendurable strain. His speech 
a little later was lamentable.

Now without gestures, standing

DEALS WITH LETTERS 


Canada Must Keep Faith 
With Veterans After War 


Premier Aberhart Avers 


After this war Canada must keep faith with her fighting 
forces, Premier William Aberhart declared Tuesday in one 
of a number of weekly statements he has issued during the 


past few weeks. 

The premier criticized the lack 
of adequate assistance given men 
of the armed services following 
the last war, and stated that ade 
quate rehabilitation measures 
must be adopted during the 
forthcoming post-war period. 
The premier said he had receiv- 


ed considerable support on his 
statements particularly

ARE INSPIRATION 

Last week I promised to deal with 
some of the points which have been 
raised in the letters that have been 
reaching me from all parts of Can 
ada, These letters have deen an 
inspiration, for they are giving me 
a fuller realization of how our peo 
ple are thinking and of the splen- 
did spirit of determination which 
exists in regard to this vital ques-

provide them and their depend- 
ents with security in. sickness, 
disability, unemployment or old 
age.

Put this down as the period for 
an air bath and a gentle massage.

Katenis died in the General hos- 
pital at about 4 a.m. of Dec. 3, af- 
ter being rushed to hospital in a 
Smith's ambulance

City Reduces 
Floating Debt 
Large Amount 


Floating debt of the city of 
Edmonton was reduced by $404,- 
993.68 during the nine months 
ended Sept. 30, 1942, it was re- 
vealed in a report filed with the 
city commissioners by Messrs 
Kinnaird and Aylen, chartered 
accountants and city auditors. 

The floating debt at Jan. 1 was 
$2,113,473.26, and at the end of the 
September nine-month period, it 
had been reduced to $1,708,479.58. 

This debt, al the end of June this 
year, had been reduced to $1,284,- 
683.50, but $423,796.08 was added to 
it since that date, chiefly through 
the payment of debenture interest 
and redemption 
Messrs Aylen an Kinnaird 
stated in their report that the debt 


reduction was attributable to a 
large extent to the bouyant tax 
collections for the nine months 


with 96.1 per cent of the levy being 
collected. 

The bank overdraft of approxi- 
mately $500,000 at the beginning of 
the year has been entirely wiped 
out and on Tuesday there was a 
balance to the credit of the city 
with the Imperial Bank of Canada 
of approximately $70,000.

Mr. Fraser said the plan involves 
the fixing of prices of more than

| ing groceries, dairy produce, meat

Wide

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Christmas Church Decorations 
Should Fit Architectural Lines [5 |mportant 


In decorating the church for 
Christmas one must first of all 
express the Christmas spirit of 
joy and exultation and worship. 
To be successful, decorations 
must be in harmony with the 
service of the day. They should 
above all be dignified. 

Thus are excluded all those Vic- 
torian abominations such as ever- 
green crosses, stars, or monograms 
or holy signs. The only set or 
“made” decorations that should be 
used are wreaths and ropes or gar- 
lands and these only with taste and 
restraint. 

Do not cover the church with 
flowers or greenery, Instead there 
should be a unified plan and each 
flower or green should be placed 
with the idea of the whole in mind 
The decoration should lead from 
the nave to the altar or eastern 
end of the church, that is, it should 
converge toward the focal point. 

In churches where there is an 
altar, liturgical usage calls for a 
white frontal for Christmas, and 
thus it seems that white flowers are 
atso appropriate on the altar to 
carry out the symbolical purity of 
the occasion. If white is used on 
the altar, use greens for the rest of 
the church to draw attention to 
the eastern end, 


USE LILLIES 

If it is decided that the altar 
flowers should be white on Christ- 
mas, calla lilies or almost any other 
white flower in season can be used, 
providing it is arranged so that it 
carries as a mass Visible at the far 
end of the church, White roses or 
carnations may be massed in oval 
bouquets and outlined in a fan of 
green foliage. White gladioli, when 
their stems are cut down, are also 
effective. Other white flowers for 
use at Christmas are cyclamen, 
white azalea, white primroses and 


white poinsettias. Two vases of 
flowers are sufficient if they can 
be massed effectively enough to be 
seen at a distance. If not, four vases 
may be used or, in the case of the 
Catholic altar with Its decorative 
candlesticks, a vase of flowers can 
be placed between each candlestick 
on the retables, and vases of flow- 
ers may also be put in the niches of 
the reredos, 


If you are decorating a church 
which does not have an altar, the 
same plan of decoration can be 
carried out by placing the white 
flowers in a large bouquet at the 
foot of the pulpit or by placing a 
pair of white bouquets one on 
either side of the pulpit. 

GOTHIC DESIGN 

In churches of Gothic architec- 
tural inspiration, fir or spruce trees 
seem the most suitable greenery 


Their tall vertical line and pointed 


tops seem to harmonize with the 
pointed Gothie architecture, as 
shown above. A beautiful effect can 
also be arranged with red and 
white poinsettias. Use the white 
poinsettias for either altar or pul- 
pit, then mass red poinsettias in 


tall pots at the chancel rail and at 


the sides of the altar. In the same 
way white azaleas and the red 
azaleas called Christmas Cheer 
could be used

most suitable. 

In many churches,

sort of tree should, where possible, 
be set up in a Sunday schoo! room. 
It is not in harmony with the more 
serious services of Christmas day, 

The Christmas Crib or Creche 
has existed in the church since the 
earliest time. Although at one 
time frowned upon, it was revived 
by St. Francis of Assisi and the 
custom still prevails in many coun- 
tries in. both Protestant and Ro- 
man Catholic churches.

At Christmas 


How about a safe and sane 
Christmas—for the babies? This 
best beloved of holidays can be 
a sad one from the standpoint 
of a baby’s health and safety if 
parents rush into it with too much 
enthusiasm and too little plan- 
ning. 

Brand new

their first-born's 
as an excuse for celebrating far 
beyond anything baby can even 
vaguely understand 

But too many relatives are, per- 
haps, baby’s worst holiday hazard, 
Uncles, aunts, elderly cousins, 
grandparents—all of them rather 
bored with the great number of 
Christmases which lie behind them 
—pounce upon a new baby to 
make this one more interesting 
They can't be expected to know 
anything about baby’s schedule and 
unless you take advance measures 
to prevent it, will be dropping in at 
all hours, prepared to have hurt 
feclings if baby isn’t instantly pro- 
duced. In justice to all, specify a 
time when baby will be “receiving,” 
preferably after the morning nap. 


GIVE NOTICE

It can be put on a 
table or chest out of reach. Thus 


you can prevent baby’s reaching for 
ornaments, hot bulbs, candy canes 
and tinsel and putting them into an 
investigative mouth just to find 
out what Christmas tastes like. 


SAFE TOYS 

Safe baby be painted 
with permanent non-toxic paint and 
while most adults know enough to 
get only this type for a baby, an un- 
informed uncle more good- 
will than foresight may grab up a 
last minute’s present wherever he 
can buy it. Find a pretext for tak- 
ing a suspicious toy to the kitchen 
to see if the colors run before baby 
has a chance to put it in his mouth, 
For that matter, it’s being on the 
safe and sane side to wash all toys 
in soap and water first. 

Naturally, each bearer of pres- 
ents to baby will expect to get the 
child’s attention, the reward 
prized by adults, with his or her 
gift.

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Toylands Are Featuring Articles 
Depicting Branches Armed Forces 


Wooden, plastic and celluloid 
toys are replacina many of the 
old metal articles of former 
Christmasses, according to de- 
partment stores in the city. To 
conserve on essential war mate- 
rials piaythings this year are al- 
most identical in make and de- 
sign, but they have a minimum 


of rubber and metal in their 
structure, 

Sleighs are still as plentiful, but 
are now made with only one part 
steel—the runners Rubber tires 
for children’s wagons no longer 


exist, although some “go-carts” and 
carr.ages have thin rubber edgings 
on the wheels, most of these being 
made of reclaimed rubber from 
salvaged materials, 

Even some of the tricycles this 
Christmas will be made almost en- 
tirely of wood, steel being used 
only in strong parts of the frames, 

But this doesn’t mean that sol- 
diers, tanks, and motor cars will 
not fill Christmas stockings this 
year, for there are shelves and 
shelves of these articles in the 
stores. Only they aren't made of 
tin or any other kind of metal. 


Instead, a special “plastic has 
been used for their construction, 
and over this metallic-looking 
paints have camouflaged the new 
materials. So the children may 
still “play at war” this year, and 


there probably will be less break- 


ages than ever before because the 
plastics, storekeepers say, are 
much tougher. 

Carved wooden toys of every de- 
scription, painted in the brightest 
of colors, are arreyed already on 
toyland shelves in the large stores, 
and numerous games in colorful 
cardboard boxes have been put in 
stock. 

Dolls of all shapes, sizes and 
makes still crowd Toyland shelves, 
for only in one case has their con- 
struction been curtailed. Rubber 
dolls are no longér found in 
Santa’s sack. 

FEATURE ARMED FORCES 

In one respect, however, many 
of the dolls are “in fashion” as far 
as the war is concerned, for not 


only are their clothing made “ac- 
cording to wartime regulations,” 
but many are fashioned on military 
lines; some are in Red Cross 
nurses’ uniforms, others in air 
force and army garb. 

During the last few years in- 


genious tiny replicas of “mother’s 
own furniture” have appeared on 
toy shelves, and have included 
everything from dolls’ chesterfield 
suites, dolls’ stoves, and _ dolls’ 
bathtubs to tiny telephones, framed 
pictures and miniature dishes.

Of New Recipes 


Aiming to assist housewives in 
the task of adjusting thsir menus 
to wartime conditions, the Wood- 
land Dairy Limited has issued a 
booklet entitled “Wartime Re- 
Cipes and Food Rules.” The book- 
let has been nrepared and re- 
leased with the co-operation of 
Dr. L. B. Pett, director of nutri- 
tional services, department of na- 
tional pensions and health, and 
Miss Laura Pepper, chief of the 
consumer section, marketing ser- 
vice of the department of agri- 
culture. 

The recipes have been prepared 
by Miss Pepper, or under her di- 
rection, to fit into the national nu- 
trition program and they have been 
thoroughly tested in the nation’s 
kitchens at Ottawa 

Dr. Pett contributed a chapter on 
food rules, which concludes by 
Stating that “there can be no doubt 
that the proper use of these food 
rules by everyone in Canada every 
day would make a great difference 
in health and happiness, and would 


contribute in a large measure to 
morale and the national war ef- 
fort.” 

Here are some of the recipes in- 


eluded in the booklet, which might 
have a special interest at this sea- 
fon 

PEACH COBBLER 


Two cups sliced peaches, 1 table- 
spoon lemon juice, 1 tablespoon 
butter, rich shortcake (below) 

Place peaches in baking dish. 


Sorinkle with lemon juice and dot 
with butter. Drop shortcake dough 
in 6 mounds over peaches. Bake in 
hot oven (450F) for 15 minues, then

RICH SHORTCAKE

Add sifted 
dry ingredients. Chill, roll and cut 
into desired shapes.

Methods Listed for House- Holders 


Most householders understand 
the obvious ways to stretch fuel 
dollars by using insulation, storm 
windows, weatherstripping, etc., 
but in addition to these import- 
ant considerations there are doz- 


ens of little ways to conserve 
fuel, 

A special committee appointed 
by the petroleum administrator 
has issued a_ booklet containing 
many hints that will lead to con- 
servation regardless of the type of 
fuel. Fifty-two ways for saving 
fuel are illustrated and discussed, 
including the following 

Storm vestibules—These are par- 
ticularly beneficial in cold climates, 
Lower ceilings—If ceilings are 
excessively high, build a frame- 
work of supporting timbers and at- 
tach it firmly to ceiling joists. 
Then apply structural board to this 
framework, 

Close off unused rooms—Seal the 


doors with tape, sO that heat from 


used rooms cannot penetrate. 
cold climates cover the walls or 
unused rooms with insulating felt 
to prevent loss of heat through 
walls 


SAFE TEMPERATURE 

Lower temperature when away— 
If you are going away for several 
days, lower thermostat to 50 de- 
grees, This is a safe temperature, 
warm enough to keep pipes from 
freezing 

Ventilating rooms—close the door 
before opening windows, and turn 
off radiators. This is particularly 
important with a hot-water system, 
because the cool air will cool the 
water in the radiators and cool 
water will be circulated through 
the system.

Here Are Ways 
To Make Use of 


Turkey Parts 


Have on hand some good re- 
cipes for turkey leftovers in order 
to ease the budget blues engen- 
dered by a holiday splurge. A file 
of good recipes for leftovers of 
meat and poultry has its place in 
every patriotic home today. 

A splendid recipe is for little 
turkey pies, or little chicken pies, 
as the case might be. Two cups of 
cooked diced chicken or turkey will 
yield six portions. Heat two cups 
cooked diced turkey and two cups 
well-seasoned cream sauce together. 
Fill six individual casseroles or 
ramekin dishes with the mixture. 
Cut rounds from six slices enriched 
white bread (toasted) spread with 
butter and dust with paprika. 

Place one round of toast on top of 
creamed fowl in each casserole 
and surround with canned or cook 
ed peas. Place under broiler for one 
or two minutes just before serving. 
If you prefer, use one large shallow 
casserole, arrange toast rounds in 
centre, overlapping, and surround 
with a garland of peas. 

Turkey pancakes are so good thal 
no one would think that it is a left- 
over dish 

Chop leftover turkey with one 
onion and a half green pepper. 
Season with salt and pepper. 

Fry lightly in butter and set 
aside. Then make a pancake batter. 
Beat three egg yolks and to them 
add slowly one tablespoon flour 
and two cups milk, alternately, 
beabing well after each addition. 
Beat until smooth and then add 
quarter teaspoon nutmeg, a pinch 
of salt, and three tablespoons melt 
ed butter, Let stand for a few hours. 

When ready to prepare the pan- 
cakes, fold in stiffly-beaten egg 
whites. Drop on a greased griddle 


with a tablespoon so that pancakes* 


will be about three inches in dia- 
meter. As each is done, place in 
buttered baking pan with some of 
the turkey mixture in the centre. 
Roll pancake around it. 

When rolls are ready, blanket 
with white sauce. Garnish with 
grated cheese and paprika and 
place under broiler, well below 
flame so that ingredients will heat 
well without scorching. Serve im- 
mediately with green peas. 


Definite Rules 
Signing Cards 
At Christmas 


Definite rules govern the sign- 
ing of Christmas cards, even 
though they are the expressionof 
friendship and good wishes. 

It is important that the cards re- 
flect the degree of intimacy existing 
between the sender and the recipi 
ent. An air of formality in a card 
to a very good friend is as im- 
proper as an intimate grecting to a 

casual business acquaintance. Many 
persons prefer to select cards sep- 
arately to find a personal subject 
and message for each friend. This 
is an ideal thing to do, but it re- 
quires considerable time as well as 
talent. 


Handwriting signatures are writ- 
ten different than names on form- 
ally engraved cards. When signing 
your name, it is best not to include 
titles—that is, do not put “Mr.” or 
“Mrs.” before your name. When 
names are engraved, however, they 
achieve a more formal tone and 
therefore require titles. The only 
exception to this is the single man 
whose name is never preceded by a 
“Mr.” even thought it is engraved 
on the card 


SEVERAL PROBLEMS 

Married couples writing informal 
cards to friends are faced with sev 
eral special problems. There is no 
definite rule which tells whose 
name stands first, but if the names 
are written by hand it is better for 
the one who signs them to write his 
or her own name last. When the 
name is printed on the card it is 
immaterial whether the husband's 
or the wife’s name comes first 

A very nice signature for a family 
would be, “From the George Karps 
—all five.” If there are only three 
in the family it would be equally 
suitable to write, “John, Mary and 
the Baby.’ 

It is entirely proper to sign your 
name along when sending cards to 
a business ecquaintance whom your 
wife (or husband) does not know 
In this case the card is addressed 
to the business acquaintance alone, 
even though he or she fs married 
Cards sent to a good friend, even 
though he is not known by your 
husband or wife, may ‘be signed 
with both your names and the en 
velope addressed to “Mr. and Mrs.” 

Whenever doubt arises concern 
ing the manner in which a Christ- 
mas card should be addressed or 
signed, use your own sense of good 
taste. After all, the mere fact you 
are sending a card is an expression 
of friendship, and as a result al- 
most any errors you may make will 
be completely overlooked.

Santa Claus, for example, bears 
the name he does in Canada be- 
cause this is the British version of 


the Dutch Saint Nicholas. The 

original Saint Nicholas was 

Bishop of Smyrna during the 

Diocletain persecutions, and after 

his death he became the patron 

saint of little children, merchants, 
travellers, sailors, thieves, pawn- 
brokers and maiden ladies. 

The gifts that Santa Claus is 
supposed to bring had their origin 
in a legend about him which tells 
how he gave dowries to three 
daughters of a poor tradesman 
Out of this legend grew the custom 
of hanging up the stockings of little 
children on the Eve of St. Nicholas 
on Dee.

The superstitious believe that a 
maiden who is not kissed under the 
mistletoe will not marry during the 
ensuing year. The privilege of kiss- 
ing under the mistletoe is supposed 
to be measured by the number of 
berries the branch contains. 


CAME FROM SWEDEN 
The custom in Canada of lighting 


shrubs and small trees in the 
garden with electric lights at Christ- 
mas is believed to have been 


brought to this country from Swed- 
en, where it has long been custom- 
ary to leave lights burning in the 
windows of the house at this season. 

The Wassail bowl, so named from 
the Saxon “was hael” or “be in 
health,” carried by the children 
singing carols, owes its origin to 
the custom of drinking the health of 
friends in the spiced wine drink, at 
Christmas time in mediaeval days. 
It was a spiced and sweetened drink 
served in huge bowls with roasted 
apples floating in it. 

These old customs and others 
have survived although time has 
brought changes in them. And so 
it is that at Christmas quaint cus- 
toms are followed by a composite 
of lore, legend and tradition from 
many lands, indicative by this very 
fact of the universality of the 
Christmas spirit.
